Dr.  Abel  Ross  Wentz  of  Columbia,  South 
Carolina,  Dr.  Paul  Scherer  of  New  York 
City  and  Dr.  William  H.  Moretz  of  Au- 
gusta, Georgia  are  to  be  principal  speakers 
for  the  sixty-sixth  commencement  exer- 
cises at  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

Dr.  Wentz,  prominent  clergyman,  edu- 
cator, and  author,  is  professor  of  church 
history  at  the  Lutheran  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  and 
will  deliver  the  commencement  address 
at  the  graduation  exercises,  Monday,  June 
third. 

Dr.  Paul  Scherer,  Brown  Professor  of 
Homiletics  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, New  York  City,  will  preach  the  bac- 
calaureate sermon,   Sunday,  June   2. 

Dr.  William  H.  Moretz,  Professor  and 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  will  be 
principal  speaker  at  the  Alumni  Luncheon 
on  Saturday,  June  1. 

Dr.  Wentz  was  ordained  to  'the  ministry 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  1907  and  is  a 
native  of  Black  Rock,  Pa.  He  has  studied 
at  Gettysburg  College  of  Pennsylvania, 
Lutheran  Theological  Seminary,  Gettys- 
burg, Pa.,  the  Universities  of  Leipzig,  Ber- 
lin, Tubingen  and  the  George  Washington 
University.  He  has  served  as  professor  of 
church  history  at  the  Lutheran  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  in  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  was 
also  president  from  1940-1951.  Dr.  Wentz 
has  held  his  present  position  at  Southern 
Seminary,  Columbia,  South  Carolina  since 
1956.  He  has  written  several  books  and 
papers  in  the  field  of  theological  educa- 
tion. 


Dr.  Paul  Scherer,  also  a  native  Penn- 
sylvanian,  was  ordained  into  the  ministry 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Allentown,  Pa., 
in  1916.

More  than  100  students  and  facutly 
members  participated  in  the  annual  ob- 
servances of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Day, 
Sunday,  May  5. 

One  hundred  and  six  United  Lutheran 
Churches  in  the  state  were  host  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  visitors,  speakers  and  soloists,  for 
the  presentation  of  special  College  Day 
programs. 

Having  been  regularly  observed  during 
the  past  few  years,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
Day  has  become  a  popular  and  anticipated 
event  throughout  North  Carolina.  The 
purpose  of  the  program  is  designed  to 
give  Lutherans  an  insight  as  to  how  Lenoir 
Rhyne  meets  her  obligations  in  the  role 
of  an  institution  of  Christian  higher  edu- 
cation— especially  through  the  eyes  of  stu- 
dents. 

Reports  on  the  expansion  program  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  were,  also,  included  in  the 
special  program  in  a  number  of  instances. 


LR  SHARES  FUNDS 
OF  U.  S.  STEEL  GRANT 

Lenoir  Rhyne  College  is  among  the  600 
of  the  nation's  privately  supported  liberal 
art  colleges,  universities,  technological  in- 
stitutes and  medical  schools  which  will 
share  in  nearly  $8  million  in  grants  in  the 
United  States  Steel  Foundation's  program 
of  aid  to  education  in  1957. 

Under  the  formula  of  the  foundation, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  will  receive  slightly  over 
$1,000  in  unrestricted  funds  which  will  be 
used   to   boost   current   operations. 

Dr.  Cromer  stated  that  this  latest  grant 
is  additional  evidence  of  the  increased 
role  that  corporations,  both  large  and 
small,  are  taking  in  providing  support  to 
the  educational  institutions  of  the  nation 
not  supported  by  the  individual  states. 
He  added  that  it  is  encouraging  to  see  in- 
dustry taking  on  such  responsibility  for 
the  education  of  the  nation's  youth. 
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A  Cappella  Choir  Home  Concert 
Opens  New  Monroe  Auditorium 

The  recently  erected  P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium  was  opened  Sunday,  May 
19,  with  the  home  concert  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  a  cappella  choir. 

The  presentation  marked  the  opening  of  the  second  building  which  was 
constructed  in  the  present  expansion  program  of  the  college.  The  formal 
dedication  of  the  auditorium  will  be  held  in  the  early  fall. 

In  February  the  formal  dedication  rites  were  held  for  the  A.  Alex  Shu- 
ford  Gymnasium,  which  was  a  gift  of  the  family  of  A.  Alex  Shuford,  Sr.,  and 
Shuford  Mills,  Inc.  of  Hickory. 

The  auditorium  is  named  for  the  late  Dr.  P.  E.  Monroe,  who  served  as 
president  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  from  1934  to  1949.  The  fund  for  the  structure, 
which  totals  $585,000,  was  raised  under  the  leadership  of  the  people  of  Hick- 
ory and  was  supplemented  by  the  current  Development  Fund. 

The  new  building,  of  modern  design,  was  built  under  the  supervision  of 
Clemer  and  Horton,  NAIA  architectural  firm  of  Hickory.  It  has  an  ap- 
proximate seating  capacity  of  1,556  and  includes  one  of  the  most  complete 
networks  of  lighting  facilities  of  any  building  of  its  kind  within  the  sur- 
rounding area.  A  total  of  216  flood  lights,  and  14  framing  spotlights  are 
included  in  this  network.  The  mammoth  stage  encompasses  an  area  of  2,644 
square  feet. 

In  accordance  with  the  long-range  planning  program  for  the  future  growth 
of  the  college,  the  structure  includes  two  television  camera  rooms,  a  radio- 
control  room,  two  projection  rooms,  four  offices  and  several  classrooms. 

The  opening  presentation  marked  the  conclusion  of  the  1957  concert  sea- 
son of  the  choir  which  toured  the  state  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea. 

Under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Kenneth  B.  Lee,  acting  head  of  the  music 
department,  the  college  choral  group  is  well  known  throughout  the  eastern 
area  of  the  country  and  has  made  several  extensive  tours  along  the  Atlantic 
seaboard.

Fifty-four  full-length  dressing  lockers 
have  been  installed  to  meet  the  student's 
needs.  The  locker  room  has  been  painted 
and  cleaned,  and  booth-type  showers  and 
toilets  have  been  installed.  In  the  base- 
ment, an  additional  classroom  has  been 
added  and  is  furnished  with  approximately 
sixty  desks. 

Adjoining  the  classroom  is  a  library 
containing  bookcases  and  tables  equipped 
with  a  collection  of  books,  magazines, 
charts,  and  pamphlets.  Smoking  privi- 
leges are  granted  to  all  coeds  who  study  in 
the  library.  The  old  classrooms  are  sched- 
uled to  be  remodeled  into  lounges  for  rec- 
reation  and  leisure. 

Tentative  recreation  hours  in  force  at 
present  are  3:00  to  5:00  p.  m.,  Monday 
through  Friday.  There  will  be  an  attend- 
ant on  duty  to  check  out  equipment  dur- 
ing these  hours. 

Badminton,      table      tennis,      volleyball, 


basketball,  soccer,  speed  ball,  and  shuffle - 
board  are  now  offered  as  recreation.  In 
the  very  near  future  archery  and  golf 
are  to  be  added. 

Dr.  Clyde  Deans  hopes  that  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  with  the  three  sorori- 
ties to  sponsor  co-recreation  hours,  per- 
haps two  hours  on  Saturday  afternoon  and 
Saturday  evening  and  two  hours  on  Sun- 
day afternoon.

"Blithe  Spirit,"  Noel  Coward's  gay 
comedy  success  about  a  man  with  the 
ghosts  of  two  wives  on  his  hands,  will  be 
the  next  laugh  hit  presentation  of  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  Playmakers,  scheduled  to 
open  a  one- performance  engagement  at 
the  Monroe  Auditorium  on  June  1.  De- 
scribed by  the  New  York  Journal  Ameri- 
can critic  as  "a  farce  spun  so  airilly  that 
there  is  no  time  for  it  to  hit  anything  ex- 
cept the  funnybone,"  "Blithe  Spirit"  shook 
the  laughter  rafters  on  Broadway  for  over 
a  year,  and  enjoyed  an  equally  successful 
run  in  London.
